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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with William Gates on February 2, 2006. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 14, line 1, "11" was changed to -13-. 
In claim 16, line 1, "14" was changed to -15-. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1 , The prior art does not disclose the claimed 

method comprising the steps of encoding alternate RF pulses in the sequence of a 
received first message with a second message by applying a pseudo random time delay 
and a pseudo random phase shift to each of the alternate RF pulses, and transmitting 
the encoded pulses containing the second message back to a first apparatus as a 
relatively low power level spread spectrum transmission during intervening pulses 
between the alternate pulses of the RF pulses of the first message. 

Regarding independent claim 15, the prior art does not disclose the claimed 
means for encoding a message signal in alternate RF pulses of a received downlink 
signal by applying a pseudo random time delay and a pseudo random phase shift to 
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each of the alternate RF pulses, and means for transmitting encoded alternate RF 
pulses containing the message signal back to a radar as a relatively low power level 
spread spectrum uplink signal during intervening pulses between the alternate pulses of 
the RF pulses of the downlink message. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
